For  aocuracy  of 
statement,  faithful  reproduction  of 
ideas  expressed,  our  reports  of  the 
Township  Committee  meetings  will 
stand  comparison  with  any  of  our 
esteem^  can  temporaries,  big  or  little. 
We  are  not  afraid  to  Have  our  “Here 
and  There”  entered  in  competition 
with  any  of  our  neighbors*  society 
columns,  whether  printed  on  this  side 
of  the  State  line  or  the  other. 

The  Citizen  is  little,  and  it  knows 
.  it  It  makes  no  attempt  to  ape  the 
ways  of  its  big  friends.  But  it 
does  attempt  to' maintain  a  certain 
standard  of  literary  and  wdral  excel 
lenee  which  seme  of  its  great  relations 
faH  for  short  of. 

Among  other  things  we  have  an 
aversion  to  lies,  particularly  to  wilful 
lies,  and  more  particularly  to  malicious 
lies,  and  etill  more  particularly,  in  a 
liewhpajver,  to  useless  and  careless 
lying.  L}ing  is  bad  any  way  you 
look  at  it,  but  without  cause  to  sow 
broadcast  lies  to  breed  destruction  of 
property,  reputation  and  human 'hap¬ 
piness,  deserves  condemnation  swift, 
sure  ami  severe.  This  it  deserves — 
ami  does  not  receive. 

Who  is  to  blame  ?  Largely  the 
public.  It  enjoys — at  least 1  a  large 
part  of  it — a  diet  of  lies;  and  what  it 
enjoys  gome  enterprising  editor  will 
furnish.  But  the  worst  of  it  is  that 
30  used  do  the  renders,  editors  and 
reporters  of  these  lying  sheets  become 
to  the  flavor  of  sensational  lies  that 
the  truth  is  rejected,  even  when  it 
would  serve  the  purpose  as  well. 

Then,  too,  as  easy  as  lying,  is  the 
motto  of  the  ordiuary  reporter.  Truth 
must  be  sought,  lies  may  be  invented. 
It  is  y  uch  easier  to  sit  down  under 
cover  and  write  that  for  two  miles 
Bloomfield  is  under  water,  that  terror 
and’  confusion  ’reign  supreme,  that 
the  people  are* fleeing  panic-stricken 
through  the  streets,  that  the  loss  of 
life  cannot  yet  be  ascertained,  etc., 
etc.,  a /la  Johnstown,  than  to  go 
abrond  in  the  mud  and  rain  for  the 
facts  and  then  laboriously  weave  them 
into  a  truthful  and  entertaining  nar¬ 
rative.

ABOUT  THE  TEACHER.  1 


How  ne  Should  |Mgh  HU  Scholars  In 
Order  to  .Wafre  Them  Learn. 

Teaching  must  lx*  senstjoua.  Attract  teach¬ 
ing.  like  abstract  poetry,  is  for  the  cultured 
few.  ,  The  early  basils  yang  not  of  blatrac- 
tlons,  but  of  realitiea;  noj  of  l«auty,  but  of 
beautiful  things;  not  of  love,  but  of  lovers; 
not  of  heroism,  but  of  heroes.  Their  j»oetry 
was  indeed,  aceording  to  Aristotle’s  dictum, 
imitation,  a  direct  rej^oduction  of  such  out¬ 
ward  sights  ami  sounds  as  might  best  excite 
the  emotions.  >  A 

All  really  popular  poetry  contains  abun¬ 
dance  of  imagery,  u*d  is  rich  with  records 
and  suggestions  of  the  objective  world.  Ib 
the  same  way  it  is  uow  a  truism  in  education 
to  say  that  ail  good  teaching  should  appeal, 
at  ffast  in  the  earlier  stages,  to  the  senses,  and 
that  the  intellect,  in  its  mastery  of  the  ab¬ 
stract,  should  work  upon  a  firm  basis  of  the 
concrete.  Thus  the  history  which  a  young 
child  may  fitly  learn  consists  of  poetic,  and, 
(•erhata,  mythic  stories  of  great  and  pictur- 
esque  personages  and  <? vents;  Alfred,  for  the 
time  at  lo«*st.  must  *  have  his  cakes,  and  Ca¬ 
nute  his  chair  by  the  $ea  shore. 

The  child's  ethical  ideas  are'  imbilxvl  by 
means  of  little  studies  in  human  nature, 
supplied  by  fables,  fairy  stories  and  childish 
narratives.  It  is  vain  to  talk  to  hi  11  of 
beauty,  or  to  .’ay  down  rules  of  criticism,  but 
he  may  be  shown  beautiful  things  and 
taught  to  admire  them,  and  when  they  are 
no  longer  present  ho:  nday  be  reminded  of 
them  and  told  of  ot  lifer  things  which  resem¬ 
ble  them.  He  doW  not  understand  the 
term  "marine  denudation. ’’  but  he  will  no¬ 
tice  the  contour  of  a  sea  worn  cliff  and  won¬ 
der  about  the  heap  debris  at  its  base.  In¬ 
duction  and  theory  will  come  later  on,  and 
these  will  be  sound  ana  useful  iu  proportion 
as  the  preliminary  tpqcbing  lias  been  sucess 
ful  iu  cultivating  bp  observation  lutd  his 
constructive  imagination. 

Accordingly  the  teacher  who  is  to  train 
olwervers  must  hitfiaelf  observe,  and  that 
sympathetically  and*pati<>ntly,  all  such  phe¬ 
nomena  as  are  likely  jto  interest  the  young 
Human  beings  to  who^  intellectual  life  he  is 
tlieap|M>mted  minister  He  must  take  an  af¬ 
fectionate  child  like1.  Interest  in  nature— in 
her  transformations,  kef  curiosities  and  her 
analogies.  In  rending  some  of  the  vivid 
word  pictures  of  Tetoys<  >11,  one  often  mar- 
vels  as  much  at  the  width  of  patient,  minute 
observations  and  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
external  look  of  things  which  they  re\  al  as 
at  the  exquisite  setting  of  polished  phrase. 

It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  this  same 
power  of  insighb'shoidd  belong  to  the  teacher, 
that  he  should  lie  cofstJntlv  enriching  his  in¬ 
tellectual  stores  bv\  thin  same  process  .  f  faith¬ 
ful  observation,  that, /ike  the  poet,  he  should 
be  ever  gathering  lit  "the  harvest  of  u  quiet 
eye.’’  i 

Teaching  must  also  be  impassioned.  Pro¬ 
fessor  Sully  jK'ints  out  that  some  degree  of 
pleasurable  excitement  is  necessary  to  the 
assimilation  of  any  kind  of  knowledge.  In 
other  words,  there  i^ist  be  interest,  and  in¬ 
terest  is  a  form  of  emotion.  If  a  child  feels

Wellington  and  Hi*  Horse. 

A  writer  in  London  Notes  and  Queries 
relates  the  following  incident  a*  having 
occurred  at  the  coronation  of  George  IV; 
The  Duke  of  Wellington,  who  at  no  time 
of  bis  life  had  been  an  expert  rider,  hav¬ 
ing  to  act  as  lord  high  constable  of 
England  for  the  day,  and  in  that  capaci¬ 
ty  to  ride  beside  the  hereditary  chami>ion 
of  England,  took  the  wise  precaution  of 
hiring  a  horse  from  Ducrow’a  amphithe¬ 
atre.  The  duties  of  the  lord  high  con¬ 
stable  and  lord  high  stew  ard  were  to  ride 
upon  each  shleof  the  champion,  and  after 
the  latter  had  received  the  gold  goblet 
from  the  hands  df  the  king,  to  back  their 
horses  the  whole  length  of  Westminster 
hall  to  the  door.  This  being  an  unusual 
movement  for  a  horse,  the  duke  took 
•care  that  his  steed  should  be  disciplined 
day  by  day  to  retrograde  with  proper 
dignity.  The  intelligent  animal  learned 
his  Jesson  only  too  welL  The  champion 
appeared,  accomjiauied  on  one  6ide  by 
the  lord  high  constable,  on  the  other  by 
the.  lord  high  steward,  the  Mkrquis  of 
Anglesey.  Wliat  was  the  horhor  of  the 
spectators,  and  what  must  have  l>een  the 
condition  even  of  tl>at  Iron  soul,  when 
the  duke  found  that  his.  well  trained

They  are  of  Persian  descent,  and  have 
temples  in  which  burns  the  sacred  fire  of 
Zoroaster.
